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REMARKS 

In response to the advisory office action, Applicant has cancelled claims 36-44, 
without prejudice in the likelihood that these claims will be included in a divisional 
application, as suggested by the Examiner. The cancellation of those claims is included 
within the cancellation of claims 25-48, noted above. 

Applicant notes with appreciation that claims 1-8 and 15-24 would be allowable if 
submitted in a separate, timely filed amendment canceling the non-allowable claims (along 
with a petition for an additional month extension, enclosed herewith). With the filing of 
this amendment, therefore, these claims should now be allowable and an early notice of 
allowance is respectfully requested. 

A petition for a one month extension of time, with authorization to charge to deposit 
account number 230920, is enclosed herewith. The commissioner is hereby authorized to 
charge any further fee, or credit any overpayment to deposit account number 230920. 
Further, if any other petition is needed, the commissioner is respectfully requested to 
consider this paper such petition and to charge any petition or other fee to the above noted 
account. 
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In view of the foregoing remarks and amendments, it is believed that the subject 
application is now in condition for allowance, and an early Notice of Allowance is 
respectfully requested.
